CONSTITUTION 


1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  "The  Buffalo  Historical 
Society." 

2.  The  general  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  discover,  pro- 
cure and  preserve  whatever  may  relate  to  the  history  of  Western 
New  York  in  general,  and  the  city  of  Buffalo  in  particular,  and 
to  gather  statistics  of  the  commerce,  manufactures,  and  business  of 
the  lake  region,  and  those  portions  of  the  West  that  are  inti- 
mately connected  with  the  business  of  Buffalo. 

3.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  resident,  honorary  and  corres- 
ponding members,  who  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  of  ballots. 
Eesident  members  shall  consist  of  persons  residing  in  the  city  of 
Buffalo  or  County  of  Erie ;  corresponding  and  honorary  members 
of  persons  residing  elsewhere. 

4.  The  ofl&cers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President,  a 
Vice  President,  a  Eecording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary 
and  Librarian,  a  Treasurer,  and  nine  Councillors,  who  shall  be 
elected  annually,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  January  in  each  year, 
by  a  majority  of  ballots,  and  who  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  Society.  , 

The  officers  named  in  the  certificate  of  incorporation  of  the 
Society,  shall  hold  their  of&ces  until  the  second  Tuesday  of  Jan- 
uary in  the  year  1864. 
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5.  None  but  resident  members  shall  be  eligible  to  office  or 
qualified  to  vote. 

6.  Kesident  members  shall  pay  on  admission  the  sum  of  five 
dollars,  and  the  further  annual  sum  of  five  dollars  in  annual 
payments,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Jul}^  in  each  year. 

7.  The  payment  of  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  in  one  payment, 
shall  constitute  a  life  member,  and  exempt  him  from  all  annual 
dues. 

8.  The  Society  shall  meet  monthly,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in 
every  month.  The  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Vice  Pres- 
ident, or  either  of  the  Secretaries,  may  direct  the  call  of  a  special 
meeting  in  such  manner  as  the  By-Laws  shall  provide. 

9.  Those  members  who  shall  attend  at  any  meeting  of  the  So- 
ciety, shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

10.  All  oflicers  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors 
are  elected  or  appointed.  Their  duties,  wdien  not  herein  defined, 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  By-Laws.  All  vacancies  in  office  may 
be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the 
Society. 

11.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  members  present  at  a  regular  meeting,  pro- 
vided notice  of  the  proposed  amendments  be  given  at  least  one 
month  previous  to  a  final  vote  thereon. 
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BY-LAWS. 


1.  The  meetings  of  this  Society  shall  be  held  at  the  rooms  of 
the  Society,  or  at  such  other  place  as  the  President  may  appoint, 
and  at  such  hour  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Secretary  in  the 
notice  of  the  meeting. 

2.  The  Recording  or  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  give  notice 
of  each  regular  meeting,  by  previous  publication  of  the  same  in 
a  daily  city  paper,  or  by  sending  notices  to  the  resident  members 
through  the  post-office,  or  by  delivering  the  same  to  them  pev- 
sonally,  or  by  leaving  them  at  their  respective  residences  or 
usual  places  of  business. 

3.  Any  meeting  may  be  adjourned  to  such  time  as  a  majority 
of  the  members  present  shall  determine. 

4.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  the  meetings  of  the  So- 
ciety, regulate  its  proceedings,  preserve  order  and  decorum,  and 
have  a  casting  vote.  He  shall  be  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

5.  The  Vice  President  shall  discharge  all  the  duties  of  the 
President  in  case  of  his  absence. 

6.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of  the 
Constitution,  By-Laws,  records  and  papers  of  the  Society.    He  shall 
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give  due  notice  of  all  its  meetings,  and  keep  a  record  of  the 
same.  He  shall  be  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and 
keep  a  record  of  its  proceedings. 

7.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of  all 
letters  and  communications  of  the  Society.  He  shall  read  to  the 
Society  all  communications  received  by  him  as  such  Secretary. 
He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Society,  prepare  all  commu- 
nications to  be  addressed  to  others  in  the  name  of  the  Society, 
and  keep  true  copies  of  the  same. 

8.  The  Librarian,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, shall  have  the  custody  of  the  library  and  cabinet,  including 
all  manuscripts,  papers,  documents,  coins  and  maps,  and  shall 
provide  cases  suitable  for  their  preservation,  and  for  convenient 
reference  and  inspection.  He  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  donations, 
and  report  the  same  from  time  to  time  to  the  Societ}'. 

9.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  keep  all  sums  of  money 
due  and  payable  to  the  Society,  including  all  donations,  bequests 
and  other  property.  He  shall  keep  said  funds  deposited  in  some 
safe  institution,  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  and 
shall  pay  all  such  sums  as  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  direct,  on 
the  written  order  or  warrant  of  the  President.  He  shall  keep  a 
true  account  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  render  an 
annual  statement  thereof,  and  oftener  if  called  upon  by  the 
Society.  He  may  be  required  to  give  security  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  his  duties  in  such  sum  and  form  as  the  Board  of 
Managers  shall  direct 

10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  control 
and  manage  the  affairs  and  funds  of  the  Society.  They  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  Society  of  its  acquisitions  and 
transactions  for  the  preceding  year. 

11.  All  books,  maps,  manuscripts,  and  other  articles  belonging 
to  the  Society,  shall  be  plainly  marked  with  the  name  of  the 
Society,  and  numbered,  and  entered  in  a  catalogue  arranged  for 
convenient  reference. 
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12.  No  books,  maps,  charts,  manuscripts,  or  copies  thereof,  or 
any  other  article  belonging  to  the  library  or  cabinet,  shall  be 
taken  therefrom  without  the  written  permission  of  a  majority  of 
the  Board  of  Managers. 

13.  Any  of  these  By-Laws  may  be  suspended  in  case  of  a  tem- 
porary exigency,  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  a  meeting  duly 
organized.  They  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time  by  a  ma- 
jority vote  of  the  members  present  at  a  regular  meetmg,  provided 
notice  of  the  proposed  amendment  be  given  at  least  one  month 
previous  to  a  final  vote  thereon. 

14.  Any  member  of  this  Society  may  be  expelled  by  the 
aflEirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  resident  members  present 
at  a  regular  meeting,  but  no  such  vote  shall  be  taken  unless  notice 
of  the  motion  to  expel  shall  have  been  given  at  a  meeting  held 
at  least  one  month  previous  thereto. 

15.  On  the  second  Tuesday  of  January  in  each  year,  there 
shall  be  an  address  delivered  before  the  Society  by  some  person 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

16.  At  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Society,  the  following  shall 
be  the  order  of  business : 

1.  The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting. 

2.  Reports  and  communications  from  the  oflEicers  of  this  Society. 

3.  Reports  from  Committees. 

4.  Election  of  members. 

5.  Miscellaneous  business. 

6.  Papers  read  and  addresses  delivered.
